PORTERVILLE — A pipe 
organ, donated tothe First 
Christian church by J.B. 
Nethercutt, of Los Angeles, and 
installed by Richard Villemin, of 
Porterville, will be dedicated 
Sunday afternoon during a 
special program at the church, 
starting at 2 p.m. 

Mrs. Dalton Carroll, church 
organist, will be at the console; 
guest organist will be Jerry 
McCoy, of Bakersfield; a 
“‘musical tour through the 
organ” will be conducted by 
‘Villemin. 

Participating in the program 
will be the Rev. Dennis Page, the 
Rev. Doyle Young, and Lay 
Leader Lenard Miller. 

The organ is a four-manual 
instrument. controlled by a 
drawknob Moller console. It 
contains pipework located in 
four rooms, or chambers, using 
Wurlitzer and Moller pipes. 

Villemin says there are 27 
ranks of pipes, the largest pipe 
being over 16 feet in length and 
the smallest one five-eighth inch 
in speaking range. 

There are seven sets of pedal 
pipes in the 16-foot speaking 
range; a “resultant” 32 foot 
completes the pedal division. 
The organ also includes a harp 
and two sets of chimes. 

Villemin, with a staff of five 
people, worked on installation 
of the organ over a period of 
about one year. Nethercutt, who 
will be in Porterville to attend 
the dedication service, donated 
installation cost~-as well as the 
organ itself.

News Sources 


Coincident with Newspaper 
Week, October 8 to 14, Con- 
gress is considering a number 
of bills concerning “news- 
men’s privilege”, the long- 
accepted but recently at- 
tacked right to protect sources 
of confidential information. 

California and 17 other 
states by statute shield re- 
porters from being forced to 
disclose such information to a 
government official, a court or 
a grand jury. The recent 
Caldwell case, originating in 
San Francisco, in which the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
that the First Amendment did 
not protect the reporter from 
a subpoena to disclose his 
sources to a federal grand 
jury was the catalyst for the 
flurry of “privilege’’ bills. 

Although the protection of 
sources, like all privileges, 
can be abused, it is essential 
to a great deal of responsible 
reporting by all news media 
in the public interest; helping 
them, as the San Francisco 
Examiner points out, “expose 
crimes and other conditions 
that might well go unrevealed 
by the newsmen’s sources 


were the latter to live in fear 
that their confidence could be 
pried open by a government 
prosecutor.” 

Obviously, government 
must have information that is 
truly necessary, as in cases of 
defamation, espionage, threat 
to life, foreign aggression, and 
such. But with such safe- 
guards, the traditional ‘news- 
men’s privilege” should be 
clearly and equitably. defined 
in federal law.

Witt Appeal Is Denied In Zalud Will Case 


PORTERVILLE — An appeal 
in the “Zalud case” by Joe Witt 
has been denied by the Court of 
Appeals, Second Appellate 
district, division three, of the 
State of California. 

The Court of Appeals upheld 
the judgment of a Los Angeles 
Superior court that the City of 
Porterville and the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Fresno are 
the major beneficiaries of a 
million dollar estate left by the 
late Pearle P. Zalud. 

Following Miss Zalud’s death 
in February of 1970, Witt 
offered for probate a will dated 
October 12, 1969, which named 


him as the major beneficiary of 
the estate. The will was 
witnessed by Witt’s brother and 
nephew, Marcus Witt Jr. and 
Marcus Witt III. 

The church and the City of 
Porterville contested: the Witt 
claim, since they had been 
named beneficiaries in a will 
dated October 1, 1967 and a 
codicil, dated July 26, 1969. 

After a hearing several 
months ago in Los Angeles 
Superior court, a jury gave a 
unanimous verdict that the 
signature on the will offered by 
Witt was not that of Miss Zalud. 


It was this decision that Witt_ 


appealed, however last Friday’s 
appellate verdict was that 
evidence “was clearly sufficient” 
to support the Superior court 
finding. 

The three Witts involved in 
the case are facing charges of 
preparing false evidence, 
conspiracy and forgery. 

Representing the City of 
Porterville in the case was City 
Attorney Jack Quirk; in the case 
also were attorneys for the 
Roman Catholic Diocese.

Alexander, who for nine 
years served on the State Water 
Rights board. and the Water 
Resources Control board, 
presented a step-by-step 
explanation of how the plan 
could be accomplished, starting 
with the fact that the US. 
bureau of reclamation holds 
some 600,000 acre feet of water 
in trust in the Delta area, water 
that is set aside for the Eastside 
project. 

About half of this water - 
300,000 acre feet - might be 
brought into the southeastern 
part of the San Joaquin valley 
by wheeling through the State 
aqueduct as far south as 
Tupman, where it would go into 
the Cross Valley canal and be 
moved 16 miles with a 90-foot

The Cross Valley canal, for 
which bonds were recently voted 
in Kern county, will be 
constructed by the Kern County 
Water Agency to deliver water to 
serveral districts that have 
contracts for state water out of 
the aqueduct. Capacity of the 
canal is planned at 400 cubic 
feet per’ second; cost, is 
estimated at $17 000, 000.

This water would then go 
into the Friant Kern canal, 
which would be modified so that 
water could be pumped up the 
canal to a poirit about opposite 
the city of Delano. 

This would allow service to 
the ‘Shafter-Wasco Irrigation 
district, the Delano-Earlimart 
district, the San Joaquin 
Municipal Utility district and the 
Arvin-Edison Water Storage 
district, all of which have firm 
contracts for San Joaquin river 
or Millerton lake water. 

Through water trade 
arrangements, these districts 
would use the 300,000 acre feet 
brought in, and districts further 
north, including those in Tulare 
county, would use the 300,000 
acre feet that had-formerly gone 
to the Kern county districts. 

Rough estimates of cost to 
enlarge the canal were made by 
Alexander as $22,000,000, and 
modification of the Friant-Kern 
canal, with pumps, about 
$10,000,000. 

He said that necessary money 
might come through an 
emergency authorization by 
congress. If this cannot be 
obtained, second possibility 
would be financing by the 

irrigation districts that would be 
benefited, utilizing a joint 
powers agreement. 

Alexander warned that if the 
proposal is worked out, cost of 
water, once it gets to Tulare 
county, is a question. 

“But the days of $1.50 and 
$3.50 water are gone,’ 
Alexander said. “More likely we 


would be talking about $15 


water by the time it gets down 
from the Delta.” 

Alexander emphasized the 
importance of “getting on the 
bandwagon immediately,” 
pointing out that about one year

plans for the Cross Valley canal 
and that construction is 
expected to start in January of 
1974. 

He said that if the water 
exchange is worked out, then 
one phase of the Eastside project 
might be started - the Hungry 
Hollow reservoir, where water 
that was wheeled in during 
winter months could be pumped 
up Deer Creek and stored for 
summer use. 

Alexander emphasized that 
implementation of this plan 
would not solve Tulare county’s, 
and the southern valley’s, total 
water problem, but represented 
a “stopgap measure” to meet 
part of the immediate 
agricultural water need. 

In commenting on state water 
plans and problems, Alexander 
said it appears that the Eastside 
project lies some years in the

PORTERVILLE — One out 
of every 12 American college 
students is a social security 
beneficiary through protection 
established by a. deceased, 
disabled, or retired parent, 
according to Lois Boone, social 
security manager in Porterville. 
A child may receive monthly 
benefits when one of his parents 
gets social security disability or 
retirement benefits. The child 
may also receive benefits if a 
parent dies after having worked 
under social security long 
enough to be insured. The 
payments stop at age 18 unless 
the child is disabled or attends 
school full time, when student 
benefits will continue to age 22, 
including vacation periods of not 
more than four months. 


Ordinarily, payments will stop if 


the student is married or 
adopted. 
The school must be a 


qualified high school, college, or 
vocational school. Many private 


and foreign schools, as well as 


public schools, meet the 
requirements.

New Strains 
Of Cotton May 
Be Released 


BAKERSFIELD — A decision 
will be made early in 1973 
whether to release two new 
strains of cotton for-planting in 
the San Joaquin valley, members 
of the California Planting Cotton 
Seed distributors were informed 


3 the group’s annual meeting in 
AKELSMCIA sree. 


President Don M. Camp of 
Bakersfield said final spinning 
tests from plots now being 
harvested will help the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and 
the University of California to 
make a decision by February. 

One of the cottons, 
§-918845, would be considered 
for general release throughout 
the valley cotton belt to replace 
the present SJ-1. In extensive 
trials, it has outyielded SJ-1 by 
nine per cent. 

The other new. cotton, 
T-1307, would be made available 
for heavy verticillium wilt areas 
where it has outyielded SH-1 24 
per cent»,in. the tests. 
Valley-wide, however, its yield 
superiority to SJ-1 is 4%. 

Currently planting seed of 
both strains is being multiplied 
to. meet anticipated grower 
needs in the 1974 season, if both 
cottons are approved for release. 
Both the new strains are Acala 
cottons.
